Cultivation  and  Planting  Suggestions 

HE  TALL  BEARDED  IRISES  are  sun  lovers  and  grow  most 
luxuriantly  and  flower  most  abundantly  in  full  exposure  to  the 
sun.  They  will  grow  well  and  flower  to  some  extent  in  partial 
shade  if  normal  moisture  is  available,  but  the  quantity  of  flowers 
produced  will  usually  be  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  sunshine 
received.  In  dense  shade  they  are  usually  flowerless. 

The  Iris  does  well  in  a  dry  situation  where  most  plants  would  perish  of 
drought,  and  its  ability  to  withstand  heat  and  drought  is  one  of  its  most  valu¬ 
able  characteristics.  Good  drainage  is  essential.  If  the  drainage  is  poor,  slop¬ 
ing  beds,  mounds  or  ridges  should  be  made  for  the  plants. 

The  Irises  are  not  particular  as  to  soil.  They  will  thrive  in  either  heavy  or 
light  soil,  but  the  former,  if  the  drainage  is  good,  is  preferable  to  the  latter. 
Ordinary  good  garden  loam  suits  them  best.  Unless  the  soil  is  poor,  fertilizers 
are  unnecessary,  but  if  a  richer  soil  is  wanted  dig  in  a  little  bone  meal  or 
superphosphate.  An  exceedingly  rich  soil  is  likely  to  result  in  rank  growth 
and  few  flowers.  Irises  like  a  little  lime.  Usually  there  is  enough  of  this 
element  present,  but  when  it  is  lacking  it  may  be  supplied  in  the  form  of 
powdered  slacked  lime,  pulverized  old  mortar  or  ground  limestone. 

Irises  are  best  transplanted  during  the  dormant  season,  which  is  after  they 
have  blossomed  till  late  fall,  and  should  be  replanted  while  the  ground  is 
still  warm  enough  to  start  a  new  root  system.  This  time  varies  in  different 
parts  of  the  country.  July,  August  and  September  are  the  best  months  here 
in  the  northern  states  and  September  and  October  tor  the  southern  states 
where  summers  are  hot  and  dry. 

The  rhizomes,  if  shipped  long  distances,  will  appear  on  arrival  dry,  but  no 
concern  need  be  felt  as  these  plants  are  very  drought  resistant.  They  should 
be  planted,  however,  as  soon  as  possible,  with  the  roots  well  firmed  into  the 
ground  and  the  tops  of  the  rhizomes  left  exposed  to  the  sun.  They  may  be 
watered  when  planted,  but  future  watering  after  the  plant  has  become  estab¬ 
lished  may  result  in  an  excess  of  moisture  that  may  bring  on  rhizome  rot. 

Irises  planted  in  the  fall,  especially  if  planted  late,  and  more  especially  if 
planted  in  a  heavy  soil,  should  be  given  a  covering  of  an  inch  or  so  of  some 
light  material  that  will  not  pack  and  hold  moisture.  This  should  be  put  on 
after  the  ground  freezes,  not  to  protect  them  from  the  cold,  but  to  prevent 
them  from  being  lifted  out  of  the  ground  by  alternate  freezing  and  thawing.

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Irises  For  The  Garden 

Desirable  tall  bearded  Irises.  In  this  group  much  of  the  revival  of  interest 
in  the  hybridization  of  Irises  has  arisen,  and  most  of  the  attention  in  the  late 
years  have  been  paid  to  this  group  by  the  hybridizer.  They  are  generally  known 
as  the  German  Iris,  which  however,  is  not  the  correct  name  because  the  specie 
Iris  germanica  is  only  one  of  the  ten  or  twelve  that  have  been  used  in  developing 
the  modern  tall  bearded  Irises. 

Modern  Irises  display  many  glorious  color  blendings,  and  every  season  sees 
some  new  and  unexpected  combinations.  It  is  perhaps  difficult  for  those  who 
have  not  the  good  fortune  to  live  with  them  to  realize  how  greatly  the  Iris  has 
altered  and  improved  in  the  last  10  years.  Only  a  short  time  ago  Mme.  Chereau, 
Monsignor,  Queen  of  May,  Her  Majesty,  Mrs.  H.  Darwin,  and  Sherwin  Wright 
were  the  finest  of  the  garden  varieties.  But  what  is  the  comparison  of  these 
old  varieties  with  the  new  sorts?  There  just  isn’t  any. 

New  Varieties  One’s  garden  cannot  be  up-to-date  in  any  sense  of  the  word  with 
Far  Ahead  of  the  old  varieties,  for  the  best  modern  Irises  are  far  ahead  of 
Old  Favorites  the  common  older  varieties  in  size,  brilliance,  variety  of  coloring, 

and  in  beauty  of  form  and  substance. 

To  determine  the  use  of  Iris  for  garden  pictures  they  must  have  clear-cut 
colors,  but  this  is  not  all — this  color  must  be  furnished  in  a  graceful  and  pleasing 
manner.  In  order  to  do  this  it  must  have  as  one  essential,  substance — substance 
being  the  resistance  of  the  flower  to  unfavorable  conditions.  For  example,  Lord 
of  June,  a  fine  large  blue,  is  being  discarded  because  of  the  fact  that  a  hot  wind 
or  a  heavy  rain  will  completely  destroy  any  open  flowers.  This  surely  is  not  a 
good  example  of  a  fine  garden  Iris.  Furthermore,  an  Iris  must  have  substance 
in  order  to  display  and  maintain  its  form,  which  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
distinctive  qualities  in  any  variety.  Then  comes  poise,  which  includes  pleasing 
proportions  and  setting  of  the  stalk,  size  and  height,  freedom  of  bloom,  and 
satisfactory  growth  characters;  but  above  all,  color  is  the  primary  requirement. 

Importance  of  Iris  in  Just  what  are  the  value  of  the  Irises  in  the  garden  pic- 

the  Garden  Picture  ture?  Light,  bright  colors  or  white  show  to  advantage 

from  almost  any  distance  in  front  of  a  dark  background; 
whereas  the  reds,  purples,  and  bronzes  show  off  best  against  a  light  background. 
Occasionally  a  single  stalk  will  catch  the  eye  in  outline  against  the  background, 
but  for  the  most  part  we  need  masses  of  color  of  varying  heights  to  paint  the 
garden  picture.  Normally  the  background  is  fhe  deep  green  of  the  foliage  against 
which  the  light  tones  or  contrasting  colors  of  the  Iris  will  stand  out.  If  a  mass 
of  dark  purple  is  planted  in  front  of  a  deep  green  background  the  carrying 
quality  of  that  mass  is  lost  from  a  distance.  For  effect  one  must  select  whites 
and  yellows  and  the  lightest  of  the  lavenders  and  blues.  This  is  just  one  of  the 
things  that  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  planting  for  mass  effect. 

The  color  grouping  of  flowers  is  never  simple,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Iris  it  is 
very  complex;  so  many  colors,  often  overlay  upon  or  blend  into  one  another, 

making  an  Iris  bloom.  But  for  general  garden  effect  Irises  may  be  classified 

either  as  seifs,  one  distinct  color;  bicolors,  two  distinct  colors;  and  blends,  a 
combination  of  colors  overlaid  or  blending  into  each  other. 
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Many  New  Colors  Found  Among  modern  Irises  so  far  there  are  no  pure  blues, 
in  the  Modern  Varieties  no  true  pinks,  no  deep  reds  or  crimsons,  and  no  tall, 

large  flowering,  deep  yellow.  Otherwise  the  breeder 
seems  to  have  done  most  of  the  other  colors  into  the  Iris  flower. 

In  the  pure  whites,  the  old  variety  White  Knight  may  still  be  used  as  a  low 
growing  subject.  Then  we  have  Chartier,  a  little  taller  white,  and  very  free 
flowering;  and  Snow  White,  a  very  pure  white  of  good  height,  size  and  entirely 
hardy.  Snow  White  may  be  considered  the  finest  pure  white  Iris  for  this  section 
of  the  country  at  a  reasonable  price. 

There  is  a  great  group  of  pure  whites  originated  in  California  and  elsewhere 
that  may  be  used,  but  it  is  hardly  worth  the  while  to  spend  the  extra  time  in 
their  cultural  care  when  we  have  such  fine  whites  as  Chartier  and  Snow  White 
that  can  be  used  in  the  garden  with  the  same  or  even  better  effect. 

These  half-hardy  whites  are  Purissima,  Chasta,  Micheiine  Charraire,  and 
Kashmir  White. 

Two  New  Whites  Rated  In  the  new  pure  whites  two  varieties  have  been  pro- 
by  Some  100%  Perfect  duced  that  have  been  rated  by  some  judges  as  100  per¬ 
cent  perfect.  They  are  Easter  Morn  and  Polar  King. 
The  hardiness  of  these  two  varieties  remain  to  be  seen.  Wambliska,  Selene,  and 
Venus  de  Milo  are  other  fine  whites,  but  still  too  high  priced  for  the  average 
amateur.  The  new  Plicatas  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  in  color  similar  to 
the  old  varieties,  Mme.  Chereau  and  Fairy,  but  fully  twice  as  large,  give  a  pleas¬ 
ing  white  effect  in  the  garden. 

Prairie  Gold  Still  Dark-  While  development  in  the  yellows  has  been  rapid,  there 
est  of  the  Yellows  is  no  deep  yellow  that  compares  with  the  recent  develop¬ 

ments  in  the  whites.  Prairie  Gold,  a  low  growing  very 
deep  yellow,  is  still  considered  the  darkest  in  color.  Coronation,  somewhat  taller 
might  be  considered  the  best  yellow  for  general  garden  effect.  In  the  higher 
priced  sorts  Eclador,  a  French  variety,  Chromylla,  and  Desert  Gold  will  soon 
be  available  as  light  yellow  garden  subjects. 

So-called  pinks  in  the  Irises  are  not  true  pinks,  but  lilac-pinks;  they  do,  how¬ 
ever,  give  a  pleasing  pink  effect  in  the  garden.  In  the  reasonably  priced  varieties 
Caroline  E.  Stringer  and  Trostringer  are  very  light  orchid  pinks  practically 
identical  in  color,  but  the  latter  grows  somewhat  taller.  Serenade,  perhaps  the 
nearest  to  the  true  pink  color  is  just  a  shade  darker,  with  Susan  Bliss  and  Aphro¬ 
dite  running  into  the  deepest  tones  of  purplish  or  lilac  pinks.  Dog  Rose  in  England 
is  considered  the  pinkest  of  pink  Irises,  while  the  same  honor  goes  to  Pink  Satin 
here  in  America. 

New  Color  Has  In  the  past  few  years  a  new  color  has  sprung  up  among  the  new 
Sprung  Up,  The  varieties  and  that  is  the  Oranges.  There  are  no  flowers  at 
Vivid  Oranges  present  exactly  of  this  color,  but  the  varieties  to  be  mentioned 

give  a  clear  orange  effect  in  the  garden.  Clara  Noyes,  perhaps 
is  the  finest  of  this  group.  It  is  a  brilliant  mingling  of  red,  orange,  and  yellow. 
Its  brilliant  color  attracts  attention  wherever  shown.  It  is  very  similar  in  color 
to  the  Talisman  rose.  Quivera  gives  a  lighter  orange  effect  than  does  Clara 
Noyes,  the  coloring  being  a  mingling  or  blend  of  pink,  apricot  and  yellow.  From 
England  comes  the  two  varieties  Golden  Flare  and  Talisman  of  the  same  general 
color.  Due  to  the  fact  that  these  oranges  are  very  recent  varieties  they  are  still 
rather  expensive. 
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The  development  of  the  reds  thus  far  has  been  largely  dark  reds  with  an 
undertone  of  purple.  The  color  in  most  cases  can  be  described  as  a  dark  red  self 
with  a  slight  purplish  cast.  Seminole  and  Opera  might  be  taken  as  examples  of 
the  older  type  of  the  red-purples.  Dauntless  is  a  red  self.  The  standards  and 
the  falls  are  of  the  same  glowing  red,  but  the  heavy  velvety  quality  of  the  falls 
make  them  appear  darker.  Better  reds  as  to  clearness  and  purity  of  color  will 
be  produced  in  the  near  future,  but  Dauntless  as  an  all-around  good  red  will  be¬ 
come  one  of  the  standard  varieties. 

Many  Good  Reds  to  Indian  Chief  has  very  little  of  the  purplish  cast  mixed 
Select  From  with  the  red  pigments,  but  carries  a  yellow  undertone 

which  produces  a  different  effect  than  Dauntless.  The 
standards,  however,  are  a  shade  lighter  than  the  falls,  which  would  class  it  as  a 
red  bicolor.  It  has  good  height,  is  well-branched,  and  produces  blooms  of  good 
size,  form,  and  finish,  and  deserves  a  place  with  the  best  of  the  reds. 

Red  Wing  is  an  extremely  free  flowering  red,  making  a  vivid  garden  picture. 
The  blooms  are  of  good  size  and  form,  the  standards  lighted  with  a  brown  tone; 
and  the  falls  dahlia  carmine.  The  color  of  a  single  bloom  is  perhaps  not  striking, 
but  in  the  mass,  for  color  effect  it  is  one  of  the  most  effective. 

Numa  Roumestan,  a  rich  red  with  a  coppery  tone,  is  a  shade  lighter  than 
Dauntless  in  color,  but  a  richer  red.  The  standards  and  falls  are  of  the  same 
color  and  deeply  frilled. 

In  the  very  recent  varieties  Red  Dominion  is  perhaps  the  finest.  It  is  not 
the  reddest  of  the  red  Irises,  however,  but  runs  into  the  velvety  shades  of  ox 
blood  red.  Numerous  other  reds  could  be  named,  but  they  have  not  been  tested 
out  or  compared  with  the  red  varieties  now'  existing  to  determine  whether  they 
are  superior  or  inferior. 

Rich  Velvety  Falls  Typ-  In  our  next  group,  the  red-purples  the  browns  and  the 
ify  the  Dominion  Race  bronzes,  contains  many  varieties  of  the  Dominion  race 

that  are  typified  by  rich,  velvety  falls.  Bruno  and 
Cardinal,  introduced  in  19  22,  have  finally  come  down  in  price  where  the  average 
person  can  afford  them.  Mrs.  Valerie  West  is  generally  regarded  as  a  standard 
for  this  group.  It  is  a  beautiful  bronze  brown  flower  of  real  finish  and  the  plant 
is  exceptionally  free  flowering. 

Depute  Nomblot,  introduced  in  France  in  1929,  is  considered  by  many  the 
world’s;  greatest  Iris.  It  is  an  exceptionally  massive  thing  on  a  very  tall  stem  of 
a  rich  reddish  bronze  color,  a  color  that  has  not  been  brought  out  previously  in  the 
Iris. 

Grace  Sturtevant  is  one  of  the  deepest  colored  Iris.  The  whole  flower  is  a 
dark  velvety  chocolate  brown,  the  falls  almost  giving  the  effect  of  black,  the  whole 
flower  is  lightened  up  with  a  deep  golden  beard. 

The  Blues  are  Divided  The  blue  Iris  may  be  divided  into  two  sections — the  blue 
into  Blue  Purples  and  purples  and  the  blue  violets.  The  blue  purples  are 
Blue  Violets  represented  by  the  forerunner  of  the  modern  Iris, 

Dominion,  which  was  introduced  in  1917.  The  seedlings 
of  this  noted  variety  are  the  cream  of  the  modern  Iris.  In  Dominion  there  first 
appeared  the  heavy  velvety  falls  which  are  so  essential  in  the  making  up  of 
substance  to  endure  unfavorable  conditions.  I  would  consider  Sir  Michael  as  one 
of  the  10  best  Irises  because  of  the  fact  that  it  carries  two  distinct  clear  colors. 
The  standards  are  a  clear  lavender  blue,  and  the  falls  a  clear  velvety  blue  purple. 
A  golden  beard  seems  to  distinctly  separate  the  two  colors  and  bring  them  out 
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separately.  Souvenir  de  Mme.  Gaudichau  is  a  very  popular  old  variety  that  still 
has  a  place  in  the  garden. 

The  breeders  at  the  present  time  are  striving  toward  a  black  Iris  which  is 
nothing  more  than  a  very  dark  blue  purple.  Ministre  F.  David,  Black  Wings, 
Madame  Serouge,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Gibson,  El  Tovar,  Blackamoor,  and  Meldoric  are  just 
a  few  of  the  new  ones  with  a  steady  increasing  number  each  year. 

Wedgewood  is  the  The  bluest  bearded  Iris  is  perhaps  Wedgewood,  al- 

Bluest  Bearded  Iris  though  it  is  a  very  deep-toned  blue  in  the  garden,  on 

close  inspection  it  is  more  on  the  blue  violet  shade.  The 
best  light  blues  are  Sensation,  a  large  corn  flower  blue  and  one  of  the  bluest.  Blue 
Hill  a  shade  darker  than  Sensation  and  of  a  different  form,  and  Souvenir  de  L. 
Michaud,  a  lavender  blue,  very  tall  and  large,  but  not  recommended  as  a  hardy 
variety  for  Minnesota.  Mary  Barnett  and  Ariel  are  two  fine  low  growing  blues  of 
moderate  price  that  are  fine  garden  material.  The  hybridizers  are  working  towards 
good  large  flowering  blues  similar  to  Souvenir  Michaud  in  size  and  height  with 
a  delicate  sky  blue  color  and  a  hardy  constitution. 

Blended  Colors  Com-  Now  we  come  to  a  large  group  known  as  the  blended 

prise  a  Large  Group  colors.  Most  of  them  are  an  overlay  of  one  or  more 

of  Lovely  Iris  colors.  An  approximate  description  for  garden  effect 

only  is  attempted.  Many  of  them  are  lovely  and  fasci¬ 
nating,  but  need  careful  grouping  in  the  garden. 

In  the  blends  with  pink  predominating,  Allure  and  Midgard  are  the  finest. 
Allure  is  the  taller  of  the  two  but  lacks  the  deepness  of  the  pink  color  that  Mid¬ 
gard  has.  Both  varieties  are  shell  pink,  flushed  with  yellow.  Dolly  Madison  and 
Anne  Marie  Cayeux  both  carry  pink  and  yellow  and  in  addition  some  blue.  Dolly 
Madison  is  nearly  a  mauve  self,  whereas  Anne  M.  Cayeux  carries  more  blue  and 
might  be  described  as  a  slaty  or  bluish  mauve.  Evolution,  similar  to  the  previous 
two,  is  a  wonderful  blend  of  old  gold  and  deep  lavender. 

The  trend  in  Iris  development  seems  to  be  toward  new  and  different  colors. 
Jean  Cayeux,  a  very  recent  variety,  is  a  biscuit  brown  and  orange  blend;  Zaharoon, 
a  pink  and  brown  blend;  Rameses,  a  blend  of  yellow  and  pink  that  was  considered 
the  finest  American  Iris  in  1932;  Genevieve  Serouge,  a  blend  of  yellow  and  blue; 
and  President  Pilkington,  a  buff,  yellow  and  blue  blend.  These  are  just  a  few  of 
the  new  colors  that  have  come  out  in  the  last  few  years. 

Approximately  250  New  These  few  Irises  I  have  mentioned  are  not  by  any 
Varieties  Come  Out  means  all  of  the  fine  new  varieties.  With  approximately 
Each  Year  250  new  ones  coming  out  each  year  both  in  this  country 

and  in  Europe  it  is  impossible  to  take  notes  and  com¬ 
pare  the  entire  lot.  These  notes,  however,  are  my  own  personal  opinions  and  may 
differ  remarkably  from  the  opinions  of  another  Iris  enthusiast. 

Iris  growing  is  not  a  difficult  game.  Considering  just  the  BEARDED  varieties 
I  might  sum  up  their  requirements  in  three  words — SUN,  DRAINAGE,  LIME.  The 
plants  will  not  grow  in  poorly  drained  soil,  nor  will  they  flower  in  the  shade. 
Lime  can  always  be  added  to  the  soil.  Division  of  the  plants  is  usually  necessary 
every  three  or  four  years  to  prevent  crowding  and  serious  attacks  of  diseases  and 
insect  pests. 

Certain  varieties  are  troublesome,  especially  those  hybrids  from  the  West 
Coast,  which  should  be  avoided  until  they  are  thoroughly  tested  in  this  section 
of  the  country.

METHODS  OF  SHIPMENT.  Orders  of  from  one  to  six  plants  can  generally 
be  shipped  cheaper  by  parcel  post  than  by  express.  Orders  of  six  to  100  roots 
are  generally  sent  by  express. 

We  do  not  pay  transportation  charges  either  by  parcel  post  or  by  express. 
It  has  been  our  custom,  up  to  this  time,  when  we  thought  we  could  save  our 
customer  a  little  to  forward  by  parcel  post,  and  prepay  the  postage;  expecting 
that  the  customer  would  remit  the  postage  to  us.  But  we  find  that  we  have  lost 
considerable  money  by  this,  as  many  have  failed  to  reimburse  us  for  our  outlay, 
but  we  still  wish  to  save  our  customers  on  transportation  charges.  To  do  this 
we  have  decided  that  on  small  orders,  if  the  customer  will  remit  ten  cents  per 
root,  we  will  forward  roots  by  prepaid  parcel  post.  In  doing  this,  we  expect  that 
our  losses  and  gains  on  postage  will  be  about  equal. 

Very  large  orders,  when  prompt  delivery  is  important,  and  made  up  of  very 
valuable  varieties,  should  be  sent  by  express.  Nevertheless  we  should  like  to 
have  our  customers  give  us  instructions  as  to  the  shipping.  In  the  absence  of  this 
we  will  use  our  best  judgment.

No  substitution  is  tolerated  and  all  plants  will  be  healthy  and  if  properly 
planted  and  cared  for,  will  reward  you  with  an  abundance  of  beautiful  flowers. 
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PEONY  ARRANGEMENT,  PLANTING  AND  CARE.  Peonies  may  be  planted 

in  almost  every  conceivable  place,  as  single  specimens,  in  large  or  small  beds, 
against  shrubbery,  along  the  walks  on  the  lawn,  in  long  rows  bordering  walks, 
drives,  and  on  division  lines,  or  producing  broad  landscape  effects  in  the  open  field. 
Mass  planting,  however,  always  produces  the  grandest  effects,  especially  when 
placed  before  backgrounds  of  trees  and  shrubs. 

They  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil,  unless  too  sandy,  and  in  almost  any 
situation  except  directly  under  large  trees.  They  should  not,  however,  be  planted 
in  soil  where  peonies  have  recently  been  grown  before. 

The  very  best  time  to  plant  peonies  is  from  September  10th,  when  the  roots 
are  ripe  for  digging,  until  the  ground  is  frozen.  The  earlier  they  are  planted, 
the  better  will  they  become  established — they  start  growing  at  once.  Can  also  be 
set  in  early  spring,  providing  it  is  done  very  early;  as  soon  as  the  ground  is  in 
good  condition  to  work. 

DISTANCE  TO  PLANT  will  vary  according  to  the  variety.  Tall  varieties  natur¬ 
ally  require  more  room.  A  very  good  rule  to  follow  is  to  set  them  the  distance 
of  their  own  height.  If  a  variety  is  thirty  to  thirty-five  inches  high  set  them 
thirty  inches  apart  each  way  and  they  will  have  ample  room,  but  if  wanted  in 
one  continuous  row,  then  six  inches  less  in  every  case  will  do;  that  is,  twenty-four 
inches  apart  in  the  row  will  give  them  enough  room,  as  they  can  spread  out 
on  the  sides. 

Holes  large  enough  to  receive  the  roots  should  be  dug  about  fifteen  to  eighteen 
inches  deep,  and  as  much  across.  If  very  dry,  fill  this  with  water  before  planting, 
and  let  it  all  soak  in.  Then  place  the  root  in  the  center,  just  deep  enough  so  the 
eyes  are  two  or  three  inches  below  the  surface;  fill  in  with  good,  fine  soil  to  the 
eyes  of  the  root  and  press  or  place  the  earth  firmly  around  the  root;  water  some 
more  and  let  it  soak  in,  then  fill  the  hole  level  full  with  loose  earth  without 
packing  it,  and  the  job  is  done.  Keep  the  top  always  loose  and  free  from  weeds 
and  grass.  Too  deep  planting  should  be  avoided;  this  is  often  the  cause  of  shy 
blooming. 

FRESH  MANURE  should  not  be  used  or  come  in  contact  with  the  roots,  but 
rotten  manure  can  be  used  carefully  as  a  top  dressing  every  fall.  Do  not  place 
it  on  the  top  of  the  plant.  A  little  bonemeal  may  be  applied  in  the  fall  and  pul¬ 
verized  sheep  manure  worked  into  the  soil  around  the  plants  in  the  spring. 

The  ground  around  your  plants  should  always  be  kept  loose  by  frequent 
hoeing  and  cultivation.  Peonies  should  have  at  least  the  same  care  in  this  respect 
as  a  crop  of  corn  or  potatoes.  Your  reward  will  be  flowers  of  large  size  and  bril¬ 
liant  in  color. 

Exhibition  flowers  can  be  had  by  DISBUDDING;  that  is,  pinching  off  all  side- 
buds  when  the  size  of  peas,  leaving  only  the  center  one  on  each  stalk  to  develop 
and  bloom.
